Poison In the Respired Air. 


Professor Brown-Sequard is reported 


to have lately informed the French Acad- 
emy of Sciences that by condensing the 
watery vapor coming from the human 
lungs he obtained a poisonous liquid, 
capable of producing almost immediate 
death. The poison is an alkaloid (organic), 
and not a microbe or series of microbes. 
He injected tliis liquid under the skin of 
a rabbit and the etfect waa speedily mor- 
tal without convulsions. Dr. Sequard 
said it was fully proved that respired air 
contains a volatile element far more dan- 
gerous than tho carbonic acid which ia 
one of its constituents, and that the 
human breath contains a highly poison- 
ous agent. This startling fact should be 
borne in mind by the occupants of crowd- 
ed horse cars and ill ventilated apart- 
ments.—Boston Journal.

with a constellation of forty-two stars. 
The Fourth of July witnessed tbe entrance 
into the family of States of the two D'a- 
'<OMS, Montana and Washington, which 
midfcl 'our new stars to the field o£ blue on 
ths American flig. The Omaha Bee says 
the bt rj are typical of the growth of our 
country and tell the stories of the States 
one by one, as lh»y corns into the Ucion. 
•Just one hundred 5 ears ago all that the fl'ig 
uf our country could boast of was thirteen 
str.rs, representing the thirteen original 
States, which joined destinies in the great 
work of nation building. But with the be- 
ginning of tho present centnry, the galaxy 
of stars had already been augmented by 
tbe addition of three, when Vtrmon*, Ken- 
tacky and Tenrreset-o oast thtir lot with 
their elder sietera. In 1802 Ohio added a 
new star to tbe gixtepn. 
Louisiana burst 


forth in radiance in 1812, quickly followed 
by Indiana in 1316, Massachusetts in 1817, 
Illinois in 1818. Alabama in 1819 end 
Maine in 1820. 
Missouri added her luster 


in 1821. 
Then thcro waa a lull in 
Btfir 


making until 1836, when Arkansas shown 
npon the flag aa the 24th ray of national 
growth. A star wns planted in the flig for 
Micbigau in, 1837 and no other constella- 
tions were put npon the nation's firmament 
until 1843 when Florida and Iowa shown 
HS twin stars. Texas' bright star appeared 
for the first titne in 1845 aud the next year 
it shown closa to the sparkler representing 
Wisconsin. Not until 1S50 was Califor- 
nia's light refulgent upon the flag of the 
TJniou, and ia 1858 and 1859 Minnesota's 
and Oregon's start) bee .me visiblft. 
The 


next three stars were born in a blood-red 
horizon, Kansas in 1861, West Virginia in 
1862 and Nevada in 18Gt, After tho tycn- 
pest was over Nebraska shown out clear 
and bright as the thirty-seventh star in the 
reunited conbtollntiou. 
Tbe Centennial 


year was marked by the birth of a new 
sparkler called Colorado, and on the late 
Fourth the galaxy of brilliants was nngn- 
ment d by four great twm».lera. 
But the 


azure field is not yet complete. 
Within 


the nest decade the flag of our Union is 
likely to bs studded with at least five and 
possibly six new stars of the first magni- 
tude.
